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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-8, drawn to a forming assembly, classified in class 249, subclass 
40. 

II. Claims 9-17, drawn to a device for disposing reinforcement rod means, 
classified in class 52, subclass 677. 

III. Claims 18-27, drawn to a poured-in-place forming assembly, classified in 
class 249, subclass 33. 

IV. Claims 28-42, drawn to a forming method, classified in class 52, subclass 
742.1. 

V. Claims 43-47, drawn to a fixed construction poured-in-place, classified in 
class 249, subclass 165. 

Inventions II and I are related as mutually exclusive species in an intermediate- 
final product relationship. Distinctness is proven for claims in this relationship if the 
intermediate product is useful to make other than the final product (MPEP § 806.04(b), 
3rd paragraph), and the species are patentably distinct (MPEP § 806.04(h)). In the 
instant case, the intermediate product is deemed to be useful to dispose reinforcement 
rod means for use in a protective window grid barrier and the inventions are deemed 
patentably distinct since there is nothing on this record to show them to be obvious 
variants. Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
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showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions anticipated by the 
prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
of the other invention. 

Inventions I and IV are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case a forming 
method can be accomplished by chiseling rough concrete. 

Inventions I and V are related as apparatus and product made. The inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
apparatus as claimed is not an obvious apparatus for making the product and the 
apparatus can be used for making a different product or (2) that the product as claimed 
can be made by another and materially different apparatus (MPEP § 806.05(g)). In this 
case the forming assembly can be use for precast panels that are lifted into place. 

Inventions II and III are related as mutually exclusive species in an intermediate- 
final product relationship. Distinctness is proven for claims in this relationship if the 
intermediate product is useful to make other than the final product (MPEP § 806.04(b), 
3rd paragraph), and the species are patentably distinct (MPEP § 806.04(h)). In the 
instant case, the intermediate product is deemed to be useful to dispose reinforcement 
rod means for use in a protective window grid and the inventions are deemed 
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patentably distinct since there is nothing on this record to show them to be obvious 
variants. Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions anticipated by the 
prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
of the other invention. 

Inventions II and IV are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the forming 
method can be practiced without the reinforcement rod means. 

Inventions II and V are related as apparatus and product made. The inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
apparatus as claimed is not an obvious apparatus for making the product and the 
apparatus can be used for making a different product or (2) that the product as claimed 
can be made by another and materially different apparatus (MPEP § 806.05(g)). In this 
case a device for disposing reinforcement rod means can be use in a precast slab, 
which is lifted into place. 

Inventions III and IV are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the 
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process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case a forming 
method can be used by chiseling rough concrete. 

Inventions III and IV are related as apparatus and product made. The inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
apparatus as claimed is not an obvious apparatus for making the product and the 
apparatus can be used for making a different product or (2) that the product as claimed 
can be made by another and materially different apparatus (MPEP § 806.05(g)). In this 
case chiseling rough concrete without an assembly may form a fixed construction 
poured-in-place. 

Inventions IV and V are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case a forming method can be used to make a 
movable construction. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

During a telephone conversation with Neil Markva on 8/28/03 a provisional 
election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of I, claims 1-8. Affirmation 
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of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. Claims 9-47 
withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn 
to a non-elected invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Wilde. 

Regarding claim 1, Wilde shows wall-molding means (15) including panel-holding 
means (27) defining a cavity. Wilde shows reinforcement rod suspending means (10) 
with means for attaching the rod suspending means to opposed wall forming panels 
(22). (Fig. 1 ) 

Regarding claim 2, Wilde shows grid means (27, 18) that extends vertically along 
the vertically disposed molding surface (15). (Fig. 1) 

Regarding claim 3, Wilde shows the grid means (27, 18) is sufficiently rigid. (Fig. 

1) 

Regarding claim 4, Wilde shows the wall forming panels (15) are portable. 

Regarding claim 5, Wilde shows the rod suspending means (10) includes a 
plurality of vertically disposed retaining means (18) spaced horizontally with respect to 
each other along the opposed spaced molding surfaces (15). Wilde shows the 
reinforcement rod means (10) includes a plurality of rod elements (29) being horizontally 
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disposed across the plurality of grid means (27, 18) and the rod elements (29) extend 
substantially parallel to the molding surfaces (15) and are laterally spaced with respect 
to each other between the molding surfaces (15). (Fig. 1) 

Claim Objections 

Claims 6-8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim 6 is allowable for the grid element between the opposed molding surfaces. 

Claim 7 depends from claim 6 and is therefore allowable. 

Claim 8 is allowable for the spaced outward distance from a centerline of the two 
elongate rod members. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Takemura shows a ready-mixed concrete placing method and 
formwork unit used for the method.
